EUROPEAN  SEED  INFORMATION. 

The  seed  survey  conducted  in  Great  Britain  has  revealed 
the  fact  that  with  but  few  exceptions  the  quantity  of  each 
of  the  kinds  of  agricultural  and  garden  seeds  available  this 
season  is  greater  than  that  available  last  season.  Even  in 
the  case  of  red  clover  seed,  Great  Britain's  supply  seems  to 
be  in  excess  of  its  own  planting  requirements,  and  some  of 
the  French  and  Italian  seed  that  had  been  imported  to 
Great  Britain  is  being  exported. 

Letters  and  cablegrams  from  the  representatives  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  who  have  been  in 
Europe  for  the  past  two  months,  do  not  indicate  that  there 
will  be  an  early  active  demand  in  England  for  any  of  the 
seeds  commonly  exported  by  the  United  States,  except 
meadow  fescue  seed.  It  is  possible  that  Russia  and  a  few 
of  the  other  countries  might  need  a  considerable  quantity 
of  our  seeds,  but  by  the  time  transportation,  monetary,  and 
other  difficulties  clear  up  it  is  thought  that  European  sur- 
pluses of  various  kinds  of  seeds  gradually  will  filter  into 
Russia  and  elsewhere,  thereby  leaving  no  appreciable  open- 
ing for  American  seed. 

It  is  understood  that  the  acreage  planted  to  root  crop 
seeds  in  England  is  larger  than  usual,  but  some  of  these 
crops  have  suffered  somewhat  from  unfavorable  weather, 
which  also  has  had  its  effect  on  delaying  the  threshing  of 
some    of   the   important   vegetable    seed    crops.

Figures  for  total  receipts  are  repeated,  that  is  to  say, 
many  retail  concerns  included  in  their  receipts  quantities 
of  seeds  that  were  reported  as  receipts  by  wholesale  deal- 
ers, jobbers,  etc.,  but  it  is  thought  that  these  figures  are  of 
value  in  showing  the  relative  receipts  for  the  periods  indi- 
cated. There  is  little  or  no  duplication  in  the  figures  repre- 
senting stock  on  hand. 

The  outline  map  on  page  8  shows  the  ten  divisions  used 
in  reporting  the  results  of  seed  surveys  conducted  by  the 
Bureau  of  Markets  Seed   Reporting  Service.

TENTATIVE   SEED    PRODUCTION  AND   CONSUMPTION   MAPS. 

On  the  following  two  pages  are  given  maps  showing  counties  reported 
as  normally  producing  either  a  surplus  quantity,  a  sufficient  quantity, 
or  an  insufficient  quantity  of  golden  millet  (formerly  known  as  German 
millet),  common  millet,  amber  sorgo  or  "cane,"  and  orange  sorgo  or 
"cane"  seed,  as  compared  with  the  planting  requirements  of  each  county. 

As  was  stated  in  the  February  8  issue  of  the  Seed  Reporter  in  con- 
nection with  the  clover,  alfalfa,  and  timothy  seed  maps,  the  maps  which 
are  being  presented  at  this  time  are  only  tentative  because  the  data 
obtained  for  many  counties  have  been  so  conflicting  that  it  has  been 
very  difficult  in  many  instances  to  decide  which  of  the  three  symbols 
denoting  surplus,  sufficiency,  and  deficiency,  should  be  used.  In  some 
cases  where  reports  from  several  correspondents  in  a  county  varied 
materially  from  one  another,  the  county  was  left  blank.  In  most  cases, 
however,  those  counties  that  were  left  blank,  plant  very  little,  if  any, 
of  the  kind  of  seed  under  question. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  many  counties  which  normally  produce  a 
large  quantity  of  a  certain  kind  of  seed  require  an  equally  large  quantity 
and  frequently  more,  of  this  same  kind  of  seed  to  meet  their  own  plant- 
ing requirements,  and  hence  are  indicated  on  the  maps  either  as  produc- 
ing  a   sufficient   or -an   insufficient   quantity   of   seed,   as   the   case  may   be. 

The  maps  are  not  meant  to  show  surplus,  sufficiency,  or  deficiency  of 
seed  for  any  given  year,  but  are  meant  to  represent  in  graphic  form  the 
most  important  areas  of  production  and  consumption  of  each  of  the 
crops  in  a  normal  year.

AND   MILLET  AND  SORGHUM   SEED 

SHIPPERS'  REPORT. 

_  The  following  series  of  tables  represent  the  final  tabula- 
tion of  reports  received  from  shippers  of  soy  beans,  cow- 
peas,  velvet  beans  (hulled  for  seed),  millet,  and  sorghums 
as  of  January  15,  1919,  a  preliminary  report  of  which  was 
given  in  the  February  8  issue  of  the  Seed  Reporter. 

Every  effort  has  been  made  to  obtain  reports  from  all 
shippers  of  these  commodities  so  that  figures  published  at 
this  time  might  be  as  nearly  complete  as  possible  and  that 
they  might  be  given  more  in  detail  as  to  State  or  district. 
In  some  sections  or  States,  however,  several  shippers  in 
spite  of  our  repeated  requests  have  failed  as  yet  to  report, 
and  figures  for  those  sections  or  States,  because  of  their 
incompleteness,  are  included  in  "Other  States." 

In  compiling  the  stock  on  hand  January  15,  1919,  stocks 
in  the  hands  of  dealers  who  purchase  over  50  per  cent  of 
their  supply  from  other  dealers  and  shippers,  and  not  from 
growers,  and  all  carry-over  stocks  of  1917-crop  seed  were 
eliminated,  and  the  figures  given  represent  only  stocks  of 
the  1918  crop  in  shippers'  hands.  The  figures  given  for  ship- 
ments of  the  1918  crop  include  only  the  actual  quantities 
that  have  been,  or  estimated  quantities  that  will  be,  pur- 
chased direct  from  growers,  and  there  should  be  little  or  no 
duplication. 

In  connection  with  the  estimated  percentage  of  stocks 
still  in  growers'  hands,  it  should  be  remembered  that  this 
includes  the  quantity  held  by  farmers  for  their  own  planting 
and  does  not  mean  that  this  percentage  of  the  crop  is  still 
to  enter  commercial  channels. 

The  percentage  figures  representing  the  average  quality 
of  1918  crop  for  seed  indicate  the  quality  compared  with 
normal  in  the  following  degrees:  Very  good,  above  normal; 
good,  75  to  100  per  cent  of  normal;  fair,  50  to  75  per  cent  of 
normal;  poor,  25  to  50  per  cent  of  normal. 

All  statements  of  quantity  are  given  in  thousands  of 
pounds,  that  is,  the  last  three  figures   (000)   are  omitted.

(Compiled    by   the   Bureau   of   Markets   Seed    Reporting   Service.) 

From  reports  on  form  SRS-81  (Vegetable  Seed  Production  Survey) 
which  have  been  received,  figures  have  been  compiled  showing  the  acre- 
age planted  up  to  February  1,  1919,  the  estimated  acreage  to  be  planted 
after  February  1,  1919,  and  the  estimated  total  acreage  planted  and-  to 
be  planted  to  vegetable  seed  crops  for  harvest  in  1919.  This  information, 
together  with  the  number  of  acres  of  the  acreage  planted  for  harvest^  in 
1918  that  were  actually  harvested  for  seed,  is  given  in  the  following 
table. 

Although  it  is  thought  that  the  figures  published  at  this  time  are 
fairly  complete  for  most  of  the  items,  they  should  not  be  accepted  as 
final.  Reports  have  not  been  received  from  all  commercial  seed  growers, 
and  it  is  not  known  to  what  extent  these  reports,  which  will  be  received 
later,  will  affect  the  figures  given  in  the  table.  It  is  thought,  however, 
that  additional  reports  which  will  be  received  will  not  change  materially 
the  present  comparison  between  the  acreages  for  the  two  years,  1919 
and    1918.
